After subjecting them to a pressure of 
2,000 tons per cubic centimetre, they 
are baked for forty-eight’ hour. _ In 
similar fastion are made roofing-tiles 
and water-pipes. Telegraph ‘poles, 
made of rolled ‘sheets of: paper are 
hollow, lighter than wood, and resist 
weather well. 


‘In Japan they make, of paper, cloth- ‘ 


ing, window frames, lantérns, unbrel- 
las, handkerchiefs, artificial leather, 
ete. In the United States, and even 
in Germany, ar3 made paper coffins. 
In Germany they make paper barrels, 
vases and milk bottles.

Comparative Bais “of Food 

In order to institute a comparison 
that. would ‘be instructive it was 
figured out just what a week's food 
supply of an average British: working: 
man’s family would cost in\the United 
Gtates.. To compare the purchases of 
-average families in both countries on, 
any other basis would be impossible, 
because of the different kinds and 
consumed. On this, 

ig. was. fond that the cost of 
tue average British workingman’s 
at the predominant prices of the two 
countries would be as 100 to 138, one 
hundred heing the British standard, 
That ig to say, he would have to pay, 
$8% more for ‘identically the same 
food in America. Conversely were 
average United States workman to 
purchase his usual supplies in Eng 
Jand, he would get them for Swen 
per. cent. less. 

Summing up ell these results it may. 
be said that while the cost of food and 
rent in America is 52% greater than 
7 England, yet wages, being 130% 

aan ef more than off-set the higher 

of living. Further, the margin 
bt tues over .and above food and 
rent fs eq great as to make possible 
a command of the necessaries and
